AU along the trail we had lots of aport with Jack rabbits, turkeys 
and antelopes. The country is ail a fine rolling prairie, with the 
very best of grass and mosquito bushes; the water is scarce, aud 
In a dry season, as last Fall was, the water was terrible from 
California Creek to Duck Creek. On the McKenzie’s trail, a dis¬ 
tance of 79 miles, there is no water at all that either man or beast 
will drink, but now this trail is abandoned. Our camp was very 
pleasantly situated for any kind of shooting that wo desired; the 
creek was alive with teal and mallards; the prairie swarmed with 
deer, antelopes, buffaloes and prairie chickens; the breaks of the 
creeks were full of bears; and the bushv places were full of quails 
und turkeys. 

Bright and early the next morning I'ShouRlored my favorite 
gUD, “Scott 10 guage," which, in my opinion, is the best gun for 
Texas, and calling Bruce and Ruby I started for the haunts of 
the quail. They lived in what is called here shinnerys, whicli are 
forests of small oaks, dwarfed by the fires that sweep these prair¬ 
ies every year; they are called shin oaks, on account of being 
only knee high; occasionally some may he seen as high as ones 
head. tVlieu about fifty yards from camp, Bruce made a very 
pretty stand, Ruby backing him. I walked up to tbe dogs and 
there, under a little bush about ten steps in front of them, were 
about twenty quails, all sporting around; at. last five or six ran 
out until within a few feet of Bruce and there Bhook their feath¬ 
ers full of sand. The dogs were perfectly beside themselves; 
Bruce would first look at me and then at the quails, then would 
paw the sand and whine most piteously. I saw at once that it 
would be impossible to use the dogs In the busli, so putting up 
tbe covey and killing one, I made the dog “heel up” and returned 
to camp where I tied them up and never lot them run on quails 
the remaining four months of my hunt. I then started to see 

how many quails I could kill; Mr. J-, my friend, also started 

with tbe same intention. All l can say is that I saw more coveys 
of quails than I ever saw before, aud actually killed 226 that dav.

seemingly for the sport of it. The poor calves stand around their 
mothers until tlie skin is off ; then go to the next one and so on 
until all are skinned; they are so tame as to be in the way of the 
men at work. It costs very little for a buffalo hunt, so If you 
have any friends that waul to kill a few before they are all ex¬ 
terminated, send them to me; I will iusure them lots of sport and 
a good time in general. One advantage that we have here over 
any other state in which there are buffaloes Is our mild Winters. 
Hldds brought as high as *1.60 apiece all around on the range at 
one time last Winter; Summer hides are much lower than Winter 
ones. 

In some of our streams there are plenty of fine black bass. I 
notice in a recent number of the Foml and Stream that their cor¬ 
respondent, Mr. Ragsdale, of Gainsville, thinks that he is the first 
one that killed fish with a fly In these waters. I beg leave to say 
that I took quite a number of fine buss with flies furnished by Joliu 
Krider of Philadelphia, last Full, and a lawyer of this place has 
since taken a great many with tlie same flies, also a species of 
trout not known to the writer, as I am not well posted on that in¬ 
teresting aport. ' _ Rambler.

Saratoga Association vs. Moumontli Park. 

We are treated to another grand turf surprise by tbe action of the 
Board of Stewards of the Saratoga Association, who have decided that 
fojfeits due Mr. P. Lori Hard aud Mr. Win. Astor for stakes wou at 
Long Branch ueed not be paid, or in other words that Ibe Saratoga As- 
eoclatlon will not recognize the validity of tbe stakes run at the late 
meeting at Long Branch. This is in keeping with the penally and ex¬ 
clusion of horses that run al these meeting*. What makes the recent 
decision more remarkable is, that it is doue in the face of the fact that 
before the meeting commenced at Loug Branch, the Secretary received 
from tbe Secretary of Jerome Park and Saratoga Association a list of 
unpaid forfeits, with the request that tbe rules be enforced which pro¬ 
hibit parties from starting iu any race whose name appears on tbe 
forfeit list. Moornoutb Park must recognize Saratoga, but Saratoga 
will not. recognize Monmouth Park. \Vbat comity! What Justice 1 
What fairness I The Secretary of Monmouth Park complied with tiie 
law, and did not permit any one to start a horse who was iu tbe forfeit 
Ret. uud even went so far in recognition of the rules as tu collect a 
forfeit of $50 of Mr. J. J. Bevins ou Hattie F., due Mr. P. Lorillurd in 
the Alabama Stakes won by Merciless at Saratoga last year. For this 
forfeit be has Mr. P. Lorillard* receipt, and he officially notified the 
Secretary of the Saratoga Association of the col lection. 

After the conclusion of tbe two meetings at Monroountb Park, orders 
were given Mr. P. Lori Hard and Mr. Win. Aator on the parties owning 
forfeits, and an official list of uupaid forfeits, with tbe name of tbe 
subscribers to the stakes, the uume of the horse, the amounts of the 
forfeit, and the name of the person to whom It is due was sent to the 
Secretary of the Saratoga Association and Jerome Park. Everything 
necessary to comply with the law and rulings of the turf was enforced 
and carried out; and why, after the recognition given Suratoga, the 
Stewards made the rulings they have is beyond our comprehension, 
unless it is a pre-arranged determination to ignore Monmouth Park 
and set aside the rules of Jerome Park, under which the meeting was 
conducted. No reasons are given for this extraordinary decision, but 
the wellfare of the turf demand** that the grounds of iheirohjections be 
stated. Let us have tbe facts, tbe reasons aud grounds for their refusal 
to enforce rules prohibiting parties iu tbe forfeit list from starring 
horses? Let us know who were tbe parlies present composing the 
Board of Stewards that have taken this extraordinary action? Mr. P. 
Loriliard is one of the Stewards, certainly he did not favor the repudi¬ 
ation of forfeits. Mr. Jas. A. Grin-stead. another Steward 
we know was not present, therefore he had no voice iu the matter, 
and U must rest with the three remaining iu the list, .Mr. 
Jno. Hunter of New York, Mr. T. W. Dos well, of Virginia, and Mr. 
E. A. Clabough. of Maryland. Tbe stakes that were run at Monmouth 
Park were duly advertised and entered Into by the nominators two 
years ago. The slakes were run and won by Mr .• Lorillurd and Mr. 
Win. A*tor. Tbe stakes aud added money have been puid over, and 
out of $9,700 due by nominators for stakes, only $2,950 remained un¬ 
paid at the close of tbe meetings. The nominators in the stakes for 1677 
are just aa much bound to pay their forfeits ns tbe nominators hi any 
preceeding year. If not bound in 1877, then the parties who have wou 
stakes over ibis course for tbe last seven years should refund the money ; 
and the proprietor at Long Branch who is hard up for money at this 
time would likely be glau to receive back the handsome amount he has 
annually added to these same identical stakes 
It is tbe bight of assumption upon the part of the Stewards, of tbe 
Saratoga Association, to pass upon the legitimacy cf the rating at Mon¬ 
mouth Park, by the promulgation of an ukase setting forth ibat noiiti 
nators are not hour.a to pay thHr forfeits Incurred ar these two meet¬ 
ings. it is more especially arroeuut and presumoloii* when the meet¬ 
ings were conducted under the rules of tbe American Jockey t 'luh.and 


Saratoga asked twhich wus accorded) that forfeits due by parties over 
her course be recognized and collected. 

This is the second attempt this season of the Saratoga Association to 
abrogate Monmouth 1'urk, and to play high fantastic tricks with the 
well grounded principles and laws of the turf, lc remains to be seen 
whether Saratoga, through Us lessees, cun dictate to the remainder of 
tbe associations of this country, aud whether Jerome Park, composed 
of the lead tig turfmen of the East, aud who have their thousands In¬ 
vested iu thoroughbreds, will quietly submit to be dictated to by them. 
If they do. they are not the men we take them to be. Tbe rules of the 
American Jockey t’lub an I Saratoga Association prohibit persons 
whose names are in tbe forfeit list from making entries In stakes and 
purses. Saratoga may permit them to enter, hut will the Executive 
Committee at Jerome Park permit her Secretary to receive entries from 
parties in (he forfeit list ? We are now on the eve of the c)o*ing of tbe 
stakes for 1879. and the interest of tbe turf demands that tbe rules be 
I enforced which prohibit parties In the forfeit list to make nominations 
iu any future events. The refusal of Jerome Park to receive such ru- 
tries will bring the matter to a head and settle the whole difficulty. 
Heretofore Jerome Park has recognized Monmouth Park as uu associa¬ 
tion. and she canuoMaffnrd to go back ou her previous uctiou merely 
to gratify the animosity uuu cupidity of Saratoga. If she does, it wi[l 
not only greatly injure'the turf, but will be utterly subversive of tb#t 
comity aud good will which has existed between the different clubs of 
the country, and which cuahled parties to collect forfeits due them oil 
any regular organized course, —Kentucky Lice Mock Record.

218 * 4 , aud 
his record stands at the first figure. The second race of the free-for-all 
was taken by Lucille tu 2: 16 * 4 .aud Hopeful would ba.e hud to have done 
much better work than he had yet accomplished After the first heat bud 
been trotted Lula, Fullerton ami Hopeful were shown ou the track for 
the beueflt of those who had never seen them. The only contestant 
Lucille had iu the race wus the Philadelphia mare Nellie, who. 
although trotting much better Ibis yeur, wue nowhere good enough for 
Green's mare.

Saratoga First Summer Meeting. 

LAST DAY-AUGUST 4tr. 

Ou August 4lb, the racing of the first Summer meeting of the Sara¬ 
toga Acrociutiou came to a close. The meeting iscousidered a success. 
NVith four exceptions. ulllUc winners have been beaten iu turn, tile 
only ones who escaped defeat beiug Budeo-Uadeii, who wou the Travis 
Stakes; Susquehanna, who wou the Alabama Stuks; Bramble, who wou 
the baratoga Stakes; Joe, who wou a mile and a quarter dash ; Trouble, 
the steeplechaser, who won once and made a dead heat with VVul 
L r ou another occasion, aud Cuba ill a two year-old ruce. All these, 
with the exception of Trouble and Waller, have only run once. The 
handicap races have been particularly good, the fine adjustment of 
weights making the* horses so ueurly equal that the finishes have been 
usiouishiugly close. 

Four races were run during the afternoon—the first, a mile dash, with 
four Biurier*. wou by Virginias: the second, five furlouvs, fur two-year- 
old beaten maidens, which had eeveu starters, and was Won by Mr. P. 
Lorilturd’.- Pique; I tie third was two miles and a quarter, with five 
starters. Whisper proving the wtnuer; aud the fourth, a selling race of 
oue mile aud a half, was'won by Lucifer. 

The following are the details of the racing as it came off: 

The tifSt race was for u purse «d $ 1 U 0 ; three-year olds to carry 05 lbs.; 
four year-olds, 108 lbs.; five-year-olds und upward. 114 lbs.; beaten 
maidens allowed, if three years old. 3 lbs.; if 4 years old. or upward, 4 
lbs. Four horses under the above coudlllous came to the post. Rha- 
damanttius waa the favorite iu the pools, celling for $i50. Bombast $115. 
Virgiuiim $45, and Mary $-15. There was some delay hy the refractory 
spirit of iiomtiast, but when the flag fell Hie horses were ftu very eveu 
terms Bombast leadiug. Vtrgiuliis secoud. Mary third, Khadamumhus 
fourth. At the quarter-pole Bombast was half a length ahead of Khadu- 
mauibus, who had taken t-ecoigl place, was one length tu front of Virgin 
ius, the latter on* length lu a< vuuce of Mary. B 0111 bast still showed the 
way down the backstretcb, and as the horses passed the half-mile pole 
he was half a length io frout of RbndamanLhus, the latter a neck iu ad¬ 
vance of Virgiuius, who was a length ahead of Mary. When they came 
into the homestretch there was very little difference between them,uutil 
they reached the two mile distance siaud, wheu Virgiuius gained inch 
by inch, until, as he went under the wire, he showed tils head aud neck 
in front of Bom boat and was awarded the race. Bombast was four 
lengths in frout. of Uliudaiiiuuihus, Mary a good fourth. Time, 
1:42%. which is the best time ever made Iu a public race on this track. 
Gray Planet, iu a race against time on this course, on the 13ib of Au¬ 
gust, 1874, rau the mile In 1:42J4. Gray Planet was then ft years old and 
carried 110 lbs. This, therefore, is a butter race, as Virgiuius, a four- 
year-old, had 108 lbs. up. 

The secoud race was for a purse of $300 for maiden two-year-olds; 
those beatuu ut this meeting allowed 5 lbs, the distance five furlongs. 
For this event there were seven starters. Pique had th* call in the bet¬ 
ting, selling for $225, Withers $165, Clifton $160, Lou lamer $155, 
ana the field. comnrisiug Bridget. Telephone and 
the Fly filly, $155. The Youngsters had a very excellent 
start, Clifton leadiug, the Fly filly second, Pique third, 
the others iu a bunch. When the youngsters turned Into the home¬ 
stretch. ufter running a furlong up the shut*, the Fly filly had her head 
in frout of Clifton. Pique third, Withers' filly fourth. The youngsters 
changed positions rapidly on the lower turn, uul there was never iu the 
quarter of a mile, from the half to the three-quarter pole, daylight ob 
servable iu the htiucb of horses. As they eutered the homestretch at 
the three quarter pole Loulatiler and Clifton seemed to liavd their 
heads together, with Withers' filly lapped on them, Pique at her saddle, 
with the others in a group close up. Front their home the race was 
very oxcltiug. Withers’ filly drew away from the others aud held the 
lead lo the picket feuce at the drawgate. At that place she wns chal¬ 
lenged by Pique, who, coming on strong, won the race by two lengths. 
Withers’ filly six lengths ahead of Fly Oily, the latter three lengths lu 
advauce of Loulauter, who was oue length iu frout of Telephoue. 
Bridget seventh. Time of the five furlougs, 1:04*4. 

The third race was for ifpurae of $706, of which $100 to the aecond 
horse; the entrance free. Th* distance two miles and a quarter. 
For this race there were five starters. Tom Ochiltree 
was a great favorite, selling for $200, the field $100. 
The start was a capital one, all the horses ’ getting 
in motion together, Tom Ochiltree leading, Alhlcne second, Jeni¬ 


fer third. Viceroy fourth. Whisper fifth. Jeuifer soon run to the front. • 
and as the horses passed under the wire at the completion of the first 
quarter of a mile, which was run in 27 seconds, he was a head in front 
of Albleue. who Was two lengths clear of Tom Ochiltree. »he latter four 
lumrihs ahead of Viceroy. Whimper close up. Going around the tipper 
turn Atbleue ran to the frout. and opened a gap of three lengths ou the 
others, passing the quarter pole with that ad vantage, Jenifer second, 
one leugih ahead of Ochlltrev« who whs a length in advuncc of Viceroy, 
Whisper still trailing dlose no. The time for the half mile was 5> 
seconds. Going down the hii-ksiretch strong running was made hy all 
the horses, aud Tom Ochiltree weut inti, second place. As th. y passed 
the half-mile polo Alhlcne led one length, Tom Ochiltree secmid. one 
leugth lu front of Jeuifer, the latter two lengths ah.-ad of Viceroy, 
who wus two lengths in front of Whisper. Tim time for the three- 
quarters of a tulle wus 1 :ll* a . Athhtue had u luiiglU of du>light be¬ 
tween herself and Tom as they piujeed urouud the lower turn, ami as 
they reached where they started from, at the three-quarter pole, she led 
two lengths, Ochiltree second, oue length ahead of Viceroy, the latter 
a head lu fiout of Whisper, Jenifer being done for. Time of the utile. 
1*48. Comlug up the quarter stretch ut a sharp pace Athletic passed 
under the wire at the judges’ stand with two lengtha the best of it. big 
Tom second, four lengths Iu advance of Viceroy, who was a head in 
front of Whisper, Jenifer six lengths behind. The time of the tuile 
aud a quarter was 2:14. Atbleue lead two lengths ut the quarter pole 
Ochiltree second, one length in front of Viceroy, who was just a nead 
lu advance of Whisper, Jenifer far behind. Time of the mile and a 
half, 2HH4. Tom Ochiltree put ou rteum down the backstretcb und 
gained on the filly ut every stride, but she had her head in front at the 
half-tuile pole. Ochiltree second, oue leugth abeud of Whisper, who 
was now showing lo advantage, and his iveulucky friends began to 
show symptoms of shouting Viceroy was ’’cooked” at this point. 
Time of the mile and three quarters, 3:08. Whisper, us soon as be got 
into the lower turn, made play for Ochiltree, who had then passed 
Athlene. Tom wus first ut the quarter pole by hair a lentil, tint be soon 
afterwards was iu difficulties. Time of the two miles. 3 : 35 * 4 . 
Whisper was evidently the wiuuer. and the Kentuckians began to 
shout in earnest for him.

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the European dogs bred under these rules, with our native dogs, 
bred only from the Held performance of the sire and dam. Such 
comparisons at both shows uud Held trials have been overwhelm¬ 
ingly in fuvnr of the rules. No need to rehearse the staudurds 
here, we all know them by heart, and I assert that these rules 
have been second only to publie Held trials hi bringing our dogs 
to their present state of comparative excellence; and the change 
in them which appears,to us would be most beneficial, is the 
making of heavy and light weight setter classes, as with pointers, 
•phis division of pointers was brought about by the same dissatis¬ 
faction among pointer breeders, us is now rife aud ripe almost to 
bursting among setter breeders. X speak from information 
gained by a comparatively extended intercourse witli setter breed¬ 
ers ami fanciers, when 1 say that upon this point alone bungs 
more dissatisfaction than upon till other points combined; neither 
Is it a one-sided question; it is nearly enough balanced us to 
numbers of advocates of both sides of tike question for a division 
to give general satisfaction. We do not. stop here in our endorse¬ 
ment of the standard; we advocate a strict adherence to the rules 
on the part of the judges. Wlmt intelligent breeder would think 
of breeding for allows and trials without knowing the rules under 
which his dogs arc to be judged. Knowing the rules, he breeds 
and shows, expecting to he judged by these declared rules; and 
If the show committees give the judges the privilege, of deciding 
according to their own Idea of the correct 

conformation, the " exhibitors are deceived, and 

wronged. I notice in Mr. Whitford’ssoeoiid letter to Mr. Burges ou 
the New York show question, a remark which bears upon 
the point at issue; be says “1 will go him an additional tweuty- 
Uve dollars that Tliorstine is the better-looking dog.” Ideal 
beauty differs witli the judge, while standard conformation can¬ 
not! Five, practical sportsmen, of education ami refined tastes, 
can he found, and I tliiuk 1 could name them, who would select 
separate dogs from the following five us the better looking dog: 
liufiis, Elclio, Muftis If., Kory O’Moore ami Thorstine, but should 
the same five judges be governed strictly by the standard, it would 
not be so. Mr. Wldtford speaks of its doing a judge injustice lo 
criticise his awards. I tliiuk neither Mr. Davidson mu-Dr. Twaddell 
lire afraid of, or feel injured by any gentlemanly criticism, they cer; 
lainly take no oiTence at a criticism in person or 1 would have 
known it. They know wherefore they mukothuin, liiid arc always 
willing to explain when asked in a gentlemanly munner. We 
thoroughly understand why judging is an unenviable task, 
and respect the feelings of any judge, much mure our judges, who 
only consent to bo thus crucified, Ijv the pleadings of the execu¬ 
tives and the public, consenting to do it only this once, but each 
time their big hearts melt, to be crucified afresli. I.et those who 
think il pleasant to judge, take note at the next large show of 
the. number of those who interview the judges (or some one else 
ill the judges’ hearing) thinking they have a perfect right to de- 
muml tlic wliys and wherefores of their disappointments, it is 
made still worse by some of the sore heads forgetting to consult 
their Beadle’s ten cent code of ethics. It would not be a bad plan 
for the judge after Ids work is done, to borrow one of those ter¬ 
ror-lying bull dogs, and lead him around by a Chain, and as eacli 
one approaches say, “Be careful sir; don’t conic within reach of 
ttiis savage brute,” and bow himself out of earshot. Again to the 
question of weight classes for setters. We go to shows expecting 
to be judged according to the letter of the standard; else why 
have.a standard at all 1 The standard says yumWtlog shall have 
so many points under cat'll head, making such u total, ami the 

dog scoring the highest total shall be the winner. Most 

men have a preference, some for large and others 

for small dogs, and in judging, should a large 

dog aud a small one tie in the scores lie is apt to give the place 
to the dog of the size lie prefers, if not to overlook Just a little 
the merits of the unfavored one. This- we tliiuk the ease with 
Mr. Davidson in some of ills judgments; for instance, the open 
ehiBS for imported English setter hitches at New York, where lie 
placed Nina, a handsomely coated bitch, first, when nine out of 
ten judges would have given first to Pearl, Nina laid plenty and 
to spare of wlmt some call Isine and substance, and what i call 
lumber and beef, whilst Pearl’s entire substance is bone and mus¬ 
cle. 1 don’t wish it understood that, while I prefer medium size 
or even small dogs, that 1 reject large ones. For an individual 
dog I prefer the best and handsomest, he lie large or small; but at 
a bench show we (lea! only with the proper form, and the dog 
who lias it is the dog to win. The advocates of large dogs, among 
them such authorities as Mr. Davidson ijod Mr. 
Burges, in their hearts they know, and in their 
honesty they admit, that the smaller dogs are the 
better formed, hut nl the same time inconsistently proclaim 
I, Iiciii unsuited for work. 1 ask why arc they unsuited for work i Are 
they too small for speed and endurance' I think not; beside 
Countess, Nellie and Daisy, before quoted, where is Price's 
Qucenlc, Hector, and the late trial winner, Dash, all Laverocks 
(without tlie Klloelic blood) Beckett’s little pointer Hector 
and many others, if we had time to bunt them up. Let us get near¬ 
er home and take Guido’s Countess, Smith’s Maud and C’lipp, 
Campbell’s Tom and Night, with l’lunket not forgotten. Occas¬ 
ionally we see an ill shaped dog showing a high rate of speed, and 
another style of ill shape, showing endurance, but without make 
and shape the very best hearted dogs for work cannot stand the 
work of those which are blessed with both. We come still nearer 
home on the size question. Of the live prize winners sired by 
Burges’ Rufus out of Stoddard’s Friend, I have handled four, 
every oue of them fast, and fine Held performers. Fire Fly it the 
fastest, and the one 1 should select If f were to run against the 
others, and she is the smallest.of the lot. I can’t say which lias 
the most endurance, ns npne of them have ever yet played out, 
unable to go the- next day. Mr. Burges himself, pronounced her 
the best Irish setter bitch lie ever saw, and hacked his opinion by- 
giving me very liberal inducements to part with tier. (She is no 
longer mine, gentlemen, she belongs to Mr. \V li. Unuse, of Wil¬ 
mington, Del.) 

Il is not that 1 prefer small-sized dogs because they are small, 
but that the shape I prefer is vftcucr found among small or me¬ 
dium-sized doge. 1 don't say that small dogs always have the ad¬ 
vantage of large ones, for I can name many brilliant examples of 
speed and endurance in large dogs (BO pounds or over). Mr. 
Burges lias more than one in his kennel. A dog which can mako 
rings around such a publicly known wind splitter us Rob Roy, and 
enu dear a Delaware five-rail fence at a bound will certainly score 
well for activity. Sucli a dog Is Rufus. Separate classes for 
large and small setters is wlmt we want; but there are objection¬ 
able features in the case. It multiplies the classes, increasing the 
number of prize winners, it must also either increase the expense 
of allows or reduce the vnltie of tile prizes offered, which latter will 
never do; we want, rather, to increase the intrinsic value of 
prizes In order to draw large and select classes. There is a vast 
difference between winning a prize at sucli shows us was lately 
given at Cincinnati, and the New York show. Of what value Is a 
prize won without competition; such is calculated to Injure in¬ 
stead of benefit the cause. I wish to say a word with regard to 
running puppies at trials. G’upt. Foster's suggestions have my 
hearty endorsement, Give us u elnss for puppies ten months of 
nge ami under, worked singly, without merit or demerit for break¬ 
ing. This will display his instincts, unadorned by the breaker’s 
art. As the trials are now judged, they are as much a test of 
breaker’s skill as of the worth of the dog. M. Von Culin. 
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Ilog Whip oil Field Trial Itules. 

'Hie time is approaching for the Iowa field trials and the rules 
(the amended N. A. K. C. rules) they are advertised to lie run 
under don’t seem to be satisfactory. As I had a hand in making 
these rules, I suppose I shall also have the privilege of coming in 
for my share of the blame, but I have tills consolation, they were 
not made altogether to please me. 

I had read over the rules adopted for the Nashville trials. I 
knew they-were framed by those wlio have had more experience 
than any of us at field trials, aud I was of opinion, and am still 
so, they- are the best yet framed; but one point I would omit, 
and that is stuuuclmess; it is one of those discretionary points 
which just imposes so much mote responsibility on the judges, 
and I am of opinion staunch ness is a question like that of endu¬ 
rance, cannot lie tested at a field trial. I contend that if a dog 
holds hjs point back or front till (In- bird Is ordered to be flushed, 
that is as much of the quality of staunchness as can be tested in 
a dog at a field trial. If a dog breaks his point the chances are 
he Hushes his bird which takes five off his score, but if lie is 
staunch enough to hold his point, lie makes five, and so gels 
credit for Ids staunchness. It is just like so many points for 
nose, which 1 tliiuk is wrong; a dog is allowed his points on 
game, for if lie has not a nose lie cuti’L make Ids points. It may¬ 
be salii that circumstances both for staunchness and nose may 
favor one dog more than another; well, sucli is the euse, and it 
must III. borne in mind, that make wlmt rules in- may, il is 
quite im|H)ssible to entirely divest the whole thing of chalice. 
For instance sometimes, birds will not lie as well as others; in 
sucli cases there Is little chance to prove a dog’s staunchness in a 
few minutes’ spin; and as to nusc, one dog may run a bird up, say 
down wind, or In some way, although unknown to the judges, 
not the fault of the dog’s nose. These arc my reasons fur not al¬ 
lowing these discretionary- points, since I consider them simple a 
repetition, and not wanted. 

The proposed Nashville rules, as in your issue of June lltli, as I 
have said before, erase tile points for staunchness, and i consider 
them the best rules yet made. It must be remembered that ut 
the meeting of the N. A. K. C. at Syracuse, there was much to du 
and few to do it, and for this reason I claim some excuse if we 
did not make our amended rules as perfect as we might have 
done, and 1 am sure no one who was there will take it as any 
slight if the Iowa or Nashville committees see fit to change our 
rules some for their trials; in fact they must be changed, for I no¬ 
tice that, however it occurred, some errors have crept in. See 
rule 5; it says each bnicr shall have the opportunity of making 
5 points on game. This is decidedly an error, and ns far as 1 
had to say in the discussion, my- intention was' that it should 
apply to the brace stakes only, and not to single dogs. It 
will he remembered that the old rules say 10 points on game 
for braces; those who have been at a Held trial know well 
that where there are large, entries in the linice stakes, 10 
poluls on game for each brace is too many: possibly it is not 
too many to fairlv test the merits of the 'dogs, but it takes 
up more time than can possibly lie allowed at a trial. Rule 
i, in K. C. rales, is also a mistake, and clearly refers to brace 
stakes; 5 points allowed on game for running off ties. 1 
would say cut this down to il, and allow the same for tics for 
single dogs. 

As tutlic Puppy Stakes. I cannot see why the points for retriev¬ 
ing should have been abolished in that rule. I consider it quite 
as fair for one as another to run the puppies on the same rules as 
the aged dogs; hut this I do not object so much to, as I do to so 
many discretionary points. If 1 was now asked to frame a scale 
of rules,' 1 would adopt the following. I will number them as 
they are numbered In the K. C. rules, su as to lie more easily un¬ 
derstood, and those rales which I do not mention, I leave us they 
are. 

Rule 5. Kuril dog to have tin- opportunity lo make 5 points on 
game; the judges to have the privilege of ordering any dog up 
whose score they consider is such that he cannot win. 

Rule 6. Positive paints for merit: for each point 5; backing, 0 
to 5; retrieving, 0 to ft; quartering and ranging 0 to 7; style, 0 to 
5; pace, 1 to 12. 

Negative points for dcmcril: each raise point. :i: each clutse, :i; 
breaking shot, 3. Flushing to count a lost opportunity to point. 
Failing to back, a lost opportunity to back. Dogs lo have one op¬ 
portunity to I lack. Two chases on birds, lo put a dog out of the 
stakes. 

Rule r. Tics: Each dog to have the opportunity of making ;i 
points on game. 

Brace Stakes, pack brace to have the opportunity to make 5 
points on game; and for ties. 3, otherwise same as rule 11, 

Puppy Stakes. Same as for aged dogs. 

No doubt in the above rules there lire some weak points, which 
nothing but experience can make us avert, and It is quite prob¬ 
able that, supposing the Iowa trials are run on them, some chang¬ 
es will he seen necessary to make in them. , 

Make wlmt rules we may, nil will not In- pleased, ami we may 
rest assured that we shall not for sonic time yet, if ever, have a 
perfect code; Imt l think by experience, we can contimie to im¬ 
prove whatever rules arc adopted. Tliek* Is one thing quite suit-, 
the rules for running tin- Iowa trials on should be made and pub¬ 
lished at once, as it is quite time those who are going to run their 
doga there should know on what rules they arc going to run by.

Let us sec the sons or 
daughters of Bulges’ Rufus, Whitman's Ranger, Smith's Leicester, 
Burges' Roll Roy, Whitman's Gipsey and Ill's huasted Prairie Ran¬ 
gers. witli Bhcrwni id’s Saticho ami Rupert, Dllley's Ranger and some 
of tlie noted bench show winners or their progeny, put in their 
appearance in these trials. It will go tar to strengthen tlie belief 
Hint the owner* of these dogs really believe wlmt they advertise of 
them. To be sure, some of those claimed as our best stock dogs 
arc not trained; but demonstrate that the stock they get are good 
field performers, and you have done enough to allow Hie breed is 
all right.

THE OPEN SEASON. 

The shooting season having opened In many stales last Wednes¬ 
day, the 15th inst., and being near ut baud in the other states, 
for the benefit of our readers we give the following synopsis of 
the open season ou various game iu the different states: 

Missouri.— Deer of all sort*. September 1st to .January 15tb; turkey*, 
September 15tb to March 15th; prairie chickens (pinnated grouse), 
August 15lh to February l*t: ruffed grouse (commonly called phea* 
ant) and quails (Virginia partridge). October 15th to February 1st; 
Woodcock*, from July 1st to January 10th; turtle doves, meadow larks 
aud plover*. Aftgust 1st to February 1st. All bird* aud insectivor¬ 
ous birds altojetber protected. Trapping or nettlug or ihe robbing or 
disturbing of nests entirely forbidden, except the trapping of quails or 
prairie chickens by a ruau on his own laud for his own cotisump'.ion.or the 
destruction of the nests of all birds of prey. Possession of gam6 out of 
season illegal. Birds not showing shot murks io he considered as Il¬ 
legally killed. All railway companies, express companies and carriers 
are forbidden to carry game out of senson. Non-residents forbiddeu 
to trap or kill for market any deer, turkeys, liable chickens, quuil*. ' 
ruffed grouse, wild geese, brundt. wild ducks or snipes. Shooliug on 
euclo-ed lauds without permission illegal. 

Iowa. —Prairie Chickens from Aug. 15th to Dec. 1st. except on one s 
own premises. Woodcocks. July 1st to Jau Id; ruffed grouse from 
Sept, llth to Dec. 15th; wild turkeys from Sept. 1st to Feh. 1st; quails 
Oct. 1st to Jau. 1st; deer aud elk. Sept. 1st to Jan. 15th. It Is not law¬ 
ful for other than residents of the State of Iowa to ship came to any 
one out of it: residents are re-tricte I to one d«»zeu,a <1ay. but auamda 
vii tnuai be first made before some ou- Huthorl/.ed to admluisler oaths 
that the party sbipplug is a resident of the .-rate: lhat the game is uot 
shipped for sale ur profit; the uumber of head of game and the oame 
of the person to whom shipped, and the p »st office address must be 
staed; and u copy of the affidavit indorsed “a true copy of the origin¬ 
al” must be handed to the express agent or carrier, to protect him from 
prosecution for illicit traffic iu game. 

Massachusetts.— Woodcocks and ruffed grouse. September 1st to 
January 1st; quails, November 1st to January 1st. Trapping or soar 
Ing of game birds prohibited entirely. Upland plover. July 15th io 
January 1st; woodduck*. I^luck ducks and teal, September 1st to April 
15th. Uare9. rahbiiB and gray squirels. October 1st to March 1st. Deer 
protected entirely (except tame oeer) until 1-80. 

Penalty for killing all other than above uudomestlcated birds (except 
birds of prey, c.ows, crow blackbirds, berons. bitterns, wild pigeons. 
Jays, rails. Wilson’s snipes, wild geese, plovers, sand pipers, or any of 
the so called inar*h, heath, or shore birds.) leu dollars. All nests and 
eggs, save of birds of prey, protected. 

New York. —Moose and all ileer. September 1st to December 1st. 
Fawns with spots altogether protected. Hounding strictly prohibited 
Deer in Suffolk county protected to 1882. Wild fowl. September 1st to 
May 1st; night shooting forbidden, also lanterns. Woodcocks. August 
1st to January l9t, except on Loug Island where it is from July 3d to 
January 1«t. Black or 'ray squirrels, August 1st to February 1st. 
Quails. November 1st t muary 1st. Rabbits, November 1st to March 
l«d. Owners of orchards, etc . may trap in their euchwure*. Ruffed 
grouse and prairie chickens, September 1st to Jauuury 1st . Song birds 
protected. Robins, thrushes, meadow lurks and starllugs. protected 
from Jauuary IsUo August 1st. Wild piteous protec ed ou all uesting 
groauds. No netting of grouse, prairie chickens or quails. 

Wiboo.V9IM.- Ail kinds of deer, September 15th to January 1st. Dear 
only to be bonnde-l In Ashland. Douglus and Baylield counties. No 
nettiug or tranplug of auy game bird. Woodcocks, July 4tb to Novem¬ 
ber 1st. Grouse and prairie chickens. August 15th to November 15th; 
ruffed grou?e and quails,September 15lh to January 1st; broad billed 
ducks. September tst to February 1st. Wild ducks, eggs protected. 
Shoulder gnus only allowed for wild fowl shooting, in me counties of 
Eau Claire, Chippewa, Dunn, Pepin, Buffalo or Trempalcau. opeu sea¬ 
son for grouse, prairie chickeus or ruffed grouse (partridge) August 
25th to November 15th. 

Michigan.—A ll kinds of deer from Ang. 1st to Jau. let in nppur. 
peninsula, aud Dec. 15th to Jau..lsc, in lower peninsula; wild turkeys. 
Oct. 1st to Jan. 1st; prairie chickens, ruffed grouse, all waler fowl. 
Sept. 1st to Jan. 1st; quails from October 1 st to Junuury 1st; 

• woodcocks. Jan. 1st to July 6lb. No trapping or snaring allowed for 
market. No punt or swivel guns allowed; ueste* and egg* of birds to be 
protected. Insectivorous birds protected always. Kiulroads. express 
companies aud carriers, or their ageuts.prohibited from conveying game 
out of season. 

• Literal wording of the law, 

Alabama.— Close time only in the counties of Mobile, Choctaw, 
Monroe, Clarke. Washington, Baldwin. Marengo. Lowndes, Sumpter. 
Escambia. Hale. Dallas, Montgomery aud Greene. Open season for 
deer. September 15 th to April 15tb; turkey*, September 1st to April 1st; 
quails October 1st to April 1st. No duck killing or trapplug at night. 
Mocking bird*, cut birds and thrushes altogether protected. Having 
in possession ont of season illegal. All railroad and express companies 
and carriers forbidden to carry game out of season. Nests of all wild 
birds, except birds of prey, protected. 

New Hampshire. — Moose, October 1st to February 1st; deer, August

HOW THE CAME LAW IS BEING OBSERVED.

There were 100 
chickens left here to-day. aud it is shumeful. By the time the game 
law is up there will uot be a chicken iu the couuty. Chicken* seem to 
be pleiniful ibis season; have seen several lurg covies, but if we 
allow this thing to go on, they will soon be scarce indeed. Just pleore 
huud this to some party that will take an active part iu It, aud ontige, 

A Game Law Man.

When the game is all 
killed by the miserable devils now doing it, aud too late, perhaps, 
they will make an effort.

to, 6he has it not.

If parties will only furnish us the names of those violating the 
game laws we will publish them. We. must have the correct 
name of the party giving information—not for publication but 
for u guarantee of good faith. 


Wubn Doctors Disagree. —We publish this week a com¬ 
munication from Dog-Whip on the field trial rules. He will no¬ 
tice that the ambiguous wording of thorn was remedied in our 
last, and the proper interpretation given to them, which removes 
the objections from them, excepting to those who seem to regard 
field trials as tests of speed rather than those qualities most, es¬ 
sential In a good field dog. Prominent among the speed advo¬ 
cates arc Dog-Whip ami Mr. Whitfonl, with the Executive Com 
mitten of the Tennessee State SportHincu’s Association. It U 
safe to say, were these gentlemen’s ideas carried out, the essential 
object for which field trials were inaugurated would be subverted 
to speed. These gentlemen seem to attribute greater importance 
to a dog’s legs than to Ids nose. Happily they are in a very small 
minority. We have stated umi reiterate that wc would not owu 
a <*low dog: out at the same* time wc don't place speed first 
Without nose speed amounts to nothing. 

But the best of doctors disagree, and It is rather amusing to 
note the differences of opinion between these two chumpions of 
"leg” value. 

Dr. Whilfortl informs us of the X. A. K. C. Rules: "Iu 
uot allowing points for stuunehness, u grave omission whs 
made. A dog may point, ami get credit for it, and yet not lm 
staunch.” Referring to Ndfcttvfllo rules, Dr. Dog-Whip re¬ 
marks: “But one. polut I would omit, aud that is staunch¬ 
ness; it is one of those discretionary points which just im¬ 
poses so much more, responsibility on the judges, and I an) or 
tin* opinion staunchness is a question like that of endurnneo, 
which can not be tested at a field trial. I contend that if a dog 
holds his point back or front, till the bird is ordered to lie 
(lushed, that is as much of the quality as can*be tested In a 
dog at a field trial.” 

Now , we agree with Dr. Whit ford, and we should like to 
ask Dr. Dog-Whip to define staunchness, if it is any more 
than “if a dog holds Ids point Mil the bird is ordered to b« 
Hushed.” 

If field trials are not to be. u test of staunchness and 
of uose, then will Dog Whip please inform us what, purpose 
they are to serve J If a test of speed, then let us change the 
rules from points to yards, quarters, halves, or miles. If to 
show off the breaker's skill, then let us change the name 
from field trials to exhibitions of brenklug. Truly, gentlemen, 
in your anxiety for speed, you are letting “legs” run away with 
sound judgment and common sense. 

Another instance of how the speed advocates disagree, on othei 
points but speed, is on puppies’ ret rieving. “Pride of the South” 
writes: “Abolish retrieving for puppies.” Dog-M hip tells us: 
“As to the Puppy Stakes, I cannot see why the points for retriev¬ 
ing should have been abolished in thut rule. I consider it quite 
as fair for one as another to run the puppies on the same mips as 
the aged dogs.” Now hear Dr. Whitford; “Puppies shall re¬ 
ceive no points of merit for retrieving. This is really unjust; 
nine-tenths of the. dogs in this country that, retrieve are taught 
during the first season.” "Pride of the South” we agree with, 
and the N. A. K. C, rules in this particular. 


The Hampton Trials. —From the President of the Iowa 
State Sportsmen's Association, Dr. J. I. Leas, wc understand 
tlmt us the time draws near, the entries begin to come in quite 
fast. It will be remembered that the entries will positively close 
on August 22d, hence those who desire to run their dogs will 
have to enter them before that time for the Puppy aud Champion 
stakes. The. Brace .Stakes, its announced, remain open to Tuesday 
night, September 4th. The grounds ou which I lie trials will lie 
held trill not he shut over previous to the trials, so that, there will 
be plcuty of birds, affording an opportunity of shooting over 
each point. 

Care has been takeo to select judges free from interest iu any 
dog which will be run, and being practical sportsmen and gen¬ 
tlemen Id whom confidence can be. placed for an impartial 
opinion, there can be no questiou that the dogs which will 
make the best scores will carry off the prizes. The rules have 
also been so worded that the features In them to which objection 
was taken have been removed. There is, therefore, uo excuse 
left for those who have good dogs for holding back, excepting 
that they think their dog* will not perforin In th afield so well us 
iu the jtaiter. 

There will undoubtedly be a large uumber of spectators, and 
Dr. Leas authorizes us to state that after the trials are over, all 
who wish to will be privileged to enjoy some as fine grouse shoot¬ 
ing as is to be had in the West, for the vicinity of Hampton is 
not surpassed anywhere in quantity of game. 

From Chicago there are two ways of reaching Hamptou, by 
the Chicago and Northwestern and the Illinois Central Railroads. 
By the Chicago and Northwestern the route is via Marshalltown; 
fare, £10.95. By the Illinois Central the route is viu Ackley; 
fare, £10.40 to Ackley; about 00 cents from Ackley to Hampton.

By the time this reaches our readers we shall he ou our way to 
Hampton, where we go to assist Dr. Leas iu perfecting arrange¬

Quails Breeding in Captivity. —Mr. William Werner, of 255 
Hurlburt. street, this city, called on us a few days ago, and rela 
ted a remarkable Instance of quails breeding in captivity. It ap¬ 
pears lie, last Fall, procured some, live quails with which to break 
hie dogs during the Winter. The quails are kept, in an enclosed 
lot adjoining his house, and consist of a cock and five hens. A 
short time since one of the hens commenced to lay, and a few 
(lays after another Leu began to lay and in the same nest. 
When the number of eggs reached sixteen, Mr. Werner concluding 
there would be too many in the neat, made another nest near by nnd 
by aid of a silk handkerchief removed three of tbe^eggs to it, 
hoping thereby to induce one of the hens to adopt it. Watching 
them lie saw the cock bird go on the new nest, and to his sur¬ 
prise secrete an egg under hie wing and return it to the nest from 
which it had been originally taken; be then returned aud took 
the second in the same way, and then tlie third egg. 


Tne Tollrston* Club. —The Tollestou Club is determined to 
enforce the game laws, and has appointed Ernest Arms as 
special constable to watch the marshes, and arrest any one shoot¬ 
ing ducks before the first day of September, the fine for which is 
#2.00 for each duck. The club haB had printed and distributed 
circulars with section five of the Indiana game law, and cautioning 
all persons not to violate the law. It is a pity there were not more 
clubs like the Tollestou.

Sport In Kumaon. 

Iu r,be puJiiiy days of u Jolin Company” that segment of the 
Himalayas which comprises the districts Kumaon and British 
Gurhwal was a regular (uiradise for the sportsman; many 
exteusive tracts and rnngea, now scarcely worth walking over 
with rifle or smoothhore, then aiforded excellent shooting. The 
hill men of thirty years ago possessed few flreamis, and the pur¬ 
suit of game, except by hereditary shikaries (of whom there would 
he perhaps one to a couple of villages) was discountenanced by 
the ciders and rural authorities as leading to loafing and neglect 
of regulur work. As regards Europeans, leave to the hills for 
six months was not the systematic ailuir that It Is now and 1ms 
been for the lust fifteen or twenty years; while oillcers and 
others stationed in the mountains, or who occasionally came up 
on leave, took matters rather iu a “Castle of Indolence” or 
‘•Sleepy Hollow” fashion—the spirit of exploration, which of 
late years has hud scores of our sportsmen not only over every 
part of the British Himalayas and Cashmere, hut far beyond In¬ 
dian boundaries into Thibet, and ylmost into Turkfstan, lint hav¬ 
ing yet descended upon them. 

One reason doubtless was that good sport was then to be had 
in almost any direct loti—oTten within a radius of eight or ten 
miles from the stations—so that- the shooter, finding all he 
wanted on two or three good beats within a morning’s ride of his 
quarters, hud no particular objeet in going farther afield. Still, it 
w extraordinary that, with the snowy range sturing one in the 
fare no body thought of prospecting it for the rich treasures of 
shikar which it must at that time have possessed. Another 
reason, however is to be found in the faet that Kumaon, up to 
1640 or there.alimits, was a sort of close borough—a manor which 
nobody was allowed to intrude on unless armed with h licence In 
the shape of a “purwaimh,” or sign manual from the commis¬ 
sioner, under pain of being refused supplies, coolies, etc., at the 
halting places. The late Mr. Traill, who held that, office up to 
1835, used, as is well known, to refuse such orders systemati¬ 
cally to anyone not iu government employ, such as engineering, 
surveying. (*t,e.. in the district. Nothing seems to have annoyed 
commissioners of out-of-the-way localities in India forty years ago 
more than the notion of their districts being traversed, explored, 
and commented upon by the public In general, although said pub¬ 
lic, nowadays select enough, was then composed exclusively of 
military officers and civilians of precisely the same class as them¬ 
selves. It was not jealousy respecting sport, or desire to keep it 
to themselves; for many—amongst others the aforesaid Mr. 
Trajll—never tired a shot. I mention this in no invidious spirit, 
but because opinions and ideas have so changed of lute years in 
Indio that much which took place under the old rrtfhiw, causing 
at that lime little or no comment, would apjiear, ifWlatvd now, 
almost incredible, not only to stay-at-home Englishmen, but. to 
most Anglo-Indians. * N. 

Bui J am digressing. In my lime the exclusive order "Killings 
had long given wav to a more enlightened policy: what J know 
of the original state of affair* in Kuiuaou and other •’puchaliks” 
has been gathered from Qui Hi’s of twenty or twenty rive years 
earlier date. By the way, why don’t some of the indigo planters 
of that |)crlod gife us their experiences? 1 promise you they 
would be lively reading; they used occasionally to contribute to 
the old JkMfjnt Sorting Magazine, which began about 1SH0, and 
wound up. 1 be I i ova, 1838 or 

Shikar in Kumaon, when i commenced campaigning, though 
not what it had been, more especiallly in the lower hills (or sub- 
Himnlaya). was still very well worth the fatigue ami roughing in- 
seperbule from (gennine) mountaineering. Large game, consist¬ 
ing uf gooral, scrow, hours, jerow, barking deer, with occasional 
leopards and tigers. * was still tolerably plentiful round Nyneetal, 
though nothing like what it had been seven or eight year.- U»foro. 
at the time of the first, discovery of the lake, when four or five 
dozen he,ad of the above animals might be sighted in the course 
of a few hours'walk. If you camped out three or four miles 
away, you would be tolerublj' certain of n shot, perhaps of twoj>r 
three, ocxl morning, or even by starting from your quarter*, if 
you started curly enough. 

There was then good pheasant aiiooting, harking derfr, chikorc, 
etc., round Looliooghat, and very fair big-gaiue shooting on the 
Thakil at Pctora, us well hr in many other localities adjacent t«o 
that little station. Aa regards the rest of the province, wherever 
there w ns forest of any extent, or lofty ranges, there was sure In 
be a good deal of game ol one sort or another. 

Now, except in a few places, w hich I propose to describe suti- 
qucutly, there is but little game anywhere, iu the British Hima¬ 
layas. Want of fence laws has done its work here as elsewhere, 
and before the close of the century, unless some remedial meas¬ 
ures are adopted, the old bunting days w ill be a legend uf the 
past. 

The snowy range was formerly tin*, place to go to. On it* 
spurs the lhsir (Capra jenilaiea), the burrell or wild-beep, the 
musk deer, moonal, argus, and snow pheasant were then numer¬ 
ous. os well us all the game, furred or feathered, of the lower 
hills. When I first tried my ’prentice, hand (over twenty years 
ago, by the way) about Pfmiuree \amih, and the Chipula, moonal 
were to he seen in hundred*. They were often a nuisance when 
you were after lurge game, its their shrill tweet-tweet- 1 wt*ct, rising 
louder and louder as they spotted you from sumo ri>ck or coign of 
vantage during n stulk, always made, flic llnir uneasy, and often 
caused them to shift their ground altogether. They would rise 
out of the bushy ravine* In cluster* of six or seven to twelve or 
fifteen, which in muzzle-loading days was inconvenient as they 
always fly down hill out of sight; and it is as a rule useless on 
•how colossal rdo|x*s, extending downwards for several thousand 
feet, to attempt to mark or follow them: hut., iu spite of this, 
with straight powder (and plenty of it) one could kill eight or 
ten brace In a morning’s shooting. 

Argu* or tragopun could l>e heard calling on all these spurs in 
many directions during morning and evening in the Spring; and all 
• he other Himalayan pheasants, of which there are six different 
kinds, especially the cheer, were proportionately plentiful. I 
have flushed in the course of an hour’s walk along the hill side at 
Guelpha—then a glorious, undisturbed hunting grouud—nldes of 
five different sorts of pheasants, besides forest, partridge, and have 
counted from a cave on the hillside of the same mountain, where 
we camped sometimes, a herd of ten or twelve old thar, three or 
four bears, a screw, and twenty or twenty-five gooral, scattered i 
about, fiiugly or in groups within a radius of half a mile above 
and below 4 

Shortly after the mutiny, I started on a two months’ excursion 
to the Chipula, and, having always been a small-bore amateur, 

•(.'apt. Budd (about *4*. or ’4H» bud brought down a stag gerow after a 
cautious stalk, when a tiger (which bad probably been watching It 
with a view to buslne** boTore (’apt. B.) bounded on to the quarry. 
Capt. B. rolled him over, when a aeeood tiger made Its appearance, 
wmcb, 1 believe, wan not Bred at. This happened close to the laka. 

* I have no doubt the same abundance of game is still to be found In 
many places along the Nepaolo-e enowy range, and possibly In some of 
lb) protected hill slates, such as Qnrbwal, <fcc.; the former Is. however, 
a sealed book to everyone, nud the good beats In tip) latter are not easily 
bit upon. unless the sportsman happen to be "one having authority” In 
the Rajah’s territory. 


ami that In days when in India, small bores were held up to ridi¬ 
cule aa next to use ess against heavy animals. I "admired,” aa 
the Americans have it to’ shoot with a Colt’s revolving 52-bore 
carbine of his tlrBt make,* and well recollect having two or three 
lively discussions with the late Cajit. flbwyth (wlio.was with Ids 
regiment at the foot of the hills near Birmdco) on the then nexata 
■ytnw tto of liig bores versus small, he maintaining that my weapon, 
which I had just got out, would prove inefficient. However, as 
within a fortnight or so I had bagged with (l—on the outer range 
above the plains—a coupe of serow (one of them an old stag as 
big as a horse) and live or six other animals, only losing one 
wounded (a hind gerow, which 1 could have bagged Imd I chosen 
to lire a second shot), I considered 1 had the best of the argu¬ 
ment; and I left for the snowy range full of confidence ill the 
shooting iniii, which the events by no means belied. 

Passing through I'etoru, which Capt. (now Col.) 1). M’lntyre, 
a great hill sportsman, was just leaving, after making a very 
considerable hug of large game thereabouts, during Ids tour of 
duty, 1 crossed Daj, formerly a tirst-rute mountain for game, 
now, and even then, rather declining, and by the route of licen¬ 
ce Hath, Seerakutc, and Seenee, reached* iu live or six days 
tiie base of the C'ldpula at the village of Kurtolce, on the Gores 
river. 

Having halted u day to collect provisions and arrange matters 
with Arn Sing, an old acquaintance of mine and good shikari, we 
started very early next.morning for the hunting grounds (smne 
5.000 feet above the village), leaving, of course, everything got 
absolutely necessary down below. It was early In Starch, and, 
though the snow hud melted off up to seven or eight, thousand 
feet elevation on llie southern fares of the spurs, it still lay In big 
patches on the northern forest-clad slopes, and above this height 
was mutinous up to the summit of the enormous range, or rather 
the nucleons of the mountains forming the Chipula; itself, how¬ 
ever, merely a spur of the main chain glistening fifteen miles or 
so (as Hie crow flies.) to the N. E., here attaining nil altitude, in 
the mighty Punch ( hoola peak, of 25,000 feci t 

1 he Magiliny spur ill* range (for it is some six or seven miles iu 
extent), which we 'fere ascending, was, like all spurs of the snow, 
densely wooded on the north, with open rocky ground, covered 
with grass (here and there jiatclies of wood in tile hollows) to (lie 
south. This grass had been lired late in tjic previous Autumn, 
and the. young growth, which always attracts game, looked very 
like good sport. The range, contained thar, gooral, serow, with 
occasional i'em's. leopards, pigs, gerow, and musk deer. After a 
long pull, the air getting more and more bracing as we ascended, 
Am Sing and myself were, by 9 a. si. or thereatiouts, near the 
ramping place, a small plateau shaded by oaks on the mountain 
ridge, witii a little spring hard by. It w'as rather lute In expect to 
sec any large game, but as we were now on tile heal, which by 
Arn Plug's ueeountwas quite undisturbed, we moved along cau¬ 
tiously ami were presently aware of three or four liooklius, or 
three part grown thar (males), almost on the plateau, and within 
fifty orsixti yards of us. They made a rush, then pulled up sud¬ 
denly to gaze. The nearest, which had sprung on a rock, pre¬ 
sented a Hue broadside shot; but perceiving, as i aimed, that a 
small sapling of an inch or two covered Ills should! r, and fearing 
ihr ball might strike it and be deflected, I drew the bead a 
little too fur hack, ami consequently lost him, though well hit. 
We tracked him for some distance without effect, so returned, 
and tiie eoolies coining up, breakfasted. 1 endeavored to IIml 
him again the afternoon w ith the same want of success, hut 
avoided going further along the ridge to look for other game, u 
good beat being always best worked at dewy morn, ft was grand, 
in those days, to find yourself "lit," and in good shooting trim, 
on an undisturbed spur at dawn, not knowing what luiinial you 
might come across. Tigers ure (or were) now ami then met with, 
as well as hears, leopards, etc.t 

Taking good care to keep the coolies quiet throughout the 
evening—mil a difficult matter, as 1 had only three besides Am 
Sing—and prevent any loud talking or uniRy chopping of wood 
(a mailer of considerable importance in hill shooting), we turned 
in early, lull were woke up by a hind gerow, which had come to 
drink at Hie spring, and becoming aware of our vicinity, kept per¬ 
sistently trumpeting within about thirty yards, sometimes nearer, 
sometimes further off. The night was very dark, so that, though 
I Iried hard lo gel all outline of the animal by crawling away 
from the lire, I found if no go; at last, the trumpeting sounding 
very close, I risked a shot by ear, after which she took her de¬ 
parture. We found next day by her tracks that the aim had been 
good as far as direction was concerned, hut loo low. I have seen 
Hie same peculiarity in kakur of sharking round a ettmp near a 
spring on a dark night. It is, T think, generally a sign of the 
heal being undisturbed.S We were on the alert before dawn, as 
hunters ought to lie, ami at the first peep of day Arn Sing and 
myself, taking a coolie and cords, in case of killing game, were 
working up the ridge. 

Having gone some distance, up (so as to get above any game 
llial might lie feeding on the slopes), ami seen nothing as yet. we 
took a line breasting the mountain side; after a mile or so of 
which, over rather steep ground, Arn Sing, who was leading, 
suddenly sank to tiie earth, ami tiie coolie and myself of course 
followed suit. Though iu the hasty glance I look round I could 
see nothing, it turned out Unit, lie Imd caught a glimpse of the 
hack of a tiig tlmr jn a hollow just ahead of us. 

As I here were probably several there, some of which might 
feed In sight at any moment, 1 proceeded wiilimit delay to crawl 
for some roeks commanding the ravine, and, looking over one of 
them, sighted a herd of twelve or fourteen big thar, with mimes 
down to their kiie.es. Resting the muzzle of Hie Coll on Hie rock 
I pulled on one of the biggest, a follow who looked almost as 
large as one of the small hill bullocks; lie stampeded with the 

* I afterward s excbaueetl this weapon Tor his Ti-bnre sporting rifle, 
and did. If sn.vthiug. sill! better with it. killing three large bears with 
one ball each, besides many other animals. 

t The Peuch Cbonla peak is of a conical shape, like 1 ite dome of a 
tent, one of the graii’desi in British territory.

11 came across a tiger on Hie above range in Herein her lftei. when 
with the same shikari, hut got no shot, as, though he roared 
lustily from ont of some dense covert from which 
he hiid been watching a wild pfg. which oar approach put to 
flight, he did not show: mid we presently heard him go crashing oil, still 
roaring through the ringed. It was. perbsps. ns well he did. as 1 only 
bud sslogle rifle, with tile small charge of powder in vogue at that 
period. 

g Being encamped, in December, 1S56, low down oil Ihe extremity of 
a spur of the snow, about a couple of miles from Ibo village of Tueiee. 
at a place where was an open flat space Iu ihe forest, with a spring be 
low It. I had lit a small Are at. the foot of an orU below the bank run¬ 
ning np to ttie plateau, it was nearly dark, everything quite still; ihe 
man I had with me, a shikari from Numlk, was kneading flour at the 
spring, when I heard a stamping up above. A small hitch, half spaniel 
half terrier, which 1 kept for pheasants, jumped up, hut, being luckily 
well under command, dropped the moment f rats, d my hand. Taklug 
ihc rifle, and creeping cautiously up the hank. I could just make out a 
line stag at about thirty-live or forty yards; It wns so dark that I could 
hardly see the sight,but aiming below ,11s antlers.tired.and making to the 
spot, found him dead; be mast have torued to bolt juat as I pulled 
the trigger, for the ball had caught him lo the side of the neck, which 
It had Broken, (iu many other occasiops I have experienced the ad¬ 
vantage ol quiet when camping out;,the old atags on the high ranges 
are most wary, aDd bad we been talking or been chopping wood etc., 
pre should never have seen him. 


rest, who were off, and ran straight away along the hill before I 
could re-cock the rifle,hut dropped and rolled down before he hod 
got 150 yards. As I never Are at the sterns of largo game, I 
burnt no more powder. 

We descended to inspect I hc bagged one, which hud been 
brought up by some rocks before tolling far. He was a fine 
specimen, and when fat In Autumn must have weighed near 2501b 
or 3001h. I proposed sending to the camp for the rest of the 
men, hut the coolie and Arn Sing thought that too much trouble, 
aud roping him up, the former (a young fellow of nineteen or 
twenty, not particularly strong looking) got him on his back with 
tiie latter’s assistance, and curried him bodily to earap over some 
very Indifferent walking. The weight-carrying powers of the 
Snowy Range hill inen arc surprising; this was a good example, as 
the animal must have weighed near 2001b. 

After a tremendous feed on the part of the men, we retired to 
our leafy couches, and slept tiie sleep of the just till the first 
notes of the kaiphui bird roused us at early dawn, or rather be¬ 
fore it. fur this bird, when the moon is up, will begin -long before 
daybreak. After a drink of tea we sallied forth, but, though we 
hiinied a long way along the ridge, saw nothing except a musk 
deer, which I missed, and two or three thurrona or females, 
which, especially in Spring, when they ail have young, I have always 
thought it disgraceful to lire at. 

Guessing that the thar liad gone towards the junction of the 
spur with the Chipula, 1 determined to move camp uext day 
farther along Hie ridge; and, starting early with Aru Sing and a 
coolie, got after a long trudge well beyond the confines of the 
previous day’s beat, finally sighting the herd on the crest of the 
ridge—here u mass of dislocated granite rocks of enormous size, 
forest, on the one baud, and precipitous ground, or rather a reg¬ 
ular precipice, on the other. The thar seemed to have seen us 
though we were a good six or seven hundred yards from them, 
for they got on tiie move; however, by hurrying along with as 
much rapidity as the gaping chasms between the huge rocks and 
tangled coverts wonld allow, we, after a stern chase of a mile or 
two. came up with a couple of the stragglers who tiad stopped to 
feed, one of which, of a fair size, I bowled over. 

The eoolieB presently appearing, we carried him to a cave, or 
rather an immense mass of rook piled on some others, which af¬ 
forded shelter from the rain now beginning to fall ; here we broke 
him up and hud breakfast, melting the snow for drinking water, 
ami to make tea over tiie fire, there being no spring anywhere 
a bout this part of the range. 

After breakfast I proposed to Arn Stug to hunt tiie neck of 
the spur on to the Chipula, feeling sure we should find the 
herd somewhere thereabouts; but they ouc and all refused, 
saying they had no shoes, and would get frost bitten by the 
snow, Which was very deep higher up. etc., so leaving them to 
eat and smoke I started solus. Striking along tile crest of 
the ridge for a quarter of a mile, I reached 
the pine forest, which commences at eight or nine thousand 
feet elevation. Here tiie spur got much wider, but rau up very 
steeply, with a precipice on the south side. The rain hud changed 
to a sortnf dense mist, tlirough which under the big pities l could hard¬ 
ly see forty yards; the snow was in places very deep, of concealing 
holes and inequalities among the roekR, and making the walking 
very difficult. Altogether, it seemed unpromising, hut I kept on, 
taking the direction I had seen a herd make for ouce before in 
fine weather, when, however, it was too late in the day to follow 
them. i 

Coming to the edge uf tiie precipitous ground, 1 was endeavor¬ 
ing hi the fog to make out If there was anything to be seen be¬ 
low, when a big thar, suddenly appearing from behind some 
roeks. passed within twenty or twenty-five yards. I dou’t think 
lie noticed me. though so close. I fired, aiming behind the 
shoulder, when lie disappeared down tiie steep with a scrambling 
rush, hut,.looking over, I saw him standing about sixty yards 
lower down, and a second shot dropped him. 

Hearing a whistle* higher up, I w ent iu that direction, but saw 
untiling, and returned to tile place where I tired, intending to look 
up the flagged ones, when all nl. once three or four appeared 
among the pines on a small ridge sixty or seventy yards lower 
down, near where the other had fallen. Firing at one, they dis¬ 
appeared among some rhododendrons; hut shortly afterwards, 
hearing a heavy crash In that direction, which told tales, I de¬ 
scended and found the thar lying at the foot of some rocks about 
fifty yards below the first one. Rc-ascemling, I saw three or four 
others scrambling t hrough the snow quite close, and could easilj 
have gut two or three more shots; indeed, I believe I could have 
killed the whole herd of ten or twelve had 1 chosent, but, Lhink- 
ing three thar in one day enough, I made for camp, returning 
with the men to fetch the game. The thar were still aliout; we 
heard them whistle once or twice as we were going hack. While 
doing so 1 got a heavy fall, my shoes being Roakod with snow 
water and slippery, In jumping from u#c rock to another. In 
this accident the Colt’s rifle shared, coming witii a terrible bang 
across tiie edge of a slab of granite. I imagined tiie barrel might 
he licut by this mischance; and happening to miss a gooral next 
morning confirmed me in this notion, and I missed two or three 
shots. It was not till i hud iimde some good practice at a mark 
that the idea wore off. 

Having I tagged four thar in as many days, and worked the 
best of tiie range, I thought it time lo leave it and try Guelpha, 
which loomed across a deep, inaccessible vullcy to the north, so, 
descending to Kurtloee, we followed the course of a small river, 
which, after live nr six miles, brought us to the lower end of tho 
spur, where we camped for the night.—Tub Biiaoee m EnfllWi 
ffxchaitgr. "* 


Higher Life of Animals. 

Colonel W. Campbell, better known by the non de plume ol 
"The Old Forest Ranger" hBs given In his "Indian Journal the 
following remarkable instances witnessed by him while on a hunt- 
ing expedition at Ranee Bennore: 

“I witnessed tills morning a curious instance of wolfish gener¬ 
alship that interested me much, and which, In my humble opin¬ 
ion, goes far to prove that animals arc endowed to a certain ex¬ 
tent witii reasoning faculties, and have means of communicating 
their ideas to each other. 

“1 was ns usual scanning the horizon witii iny telescope at 
daybreak to see If any game was in sight. 1 had discovered a 
small herd of nntilopes feeding in a field from which the crop had 
lately been removed, and was about to lake the glass from my 
eye for the purpose of reeomioiterfng the ground, when, in a re¬ 
mote quarter of the Held, concealed from the untilopes hy a few 
intervening hushes, i faintly discerned in the gray twilight a pack 
of six wolxes, seated on their hindquarters like dogs, and appa¬ 
rently In deep consultation. 

“It appeared evident that, like myself, they wanted venison, 
and hud some design upon the antelopes; and,* being anxious to 
witness tiie mode of proceedings adopted by these four-legged 
poachers, I determined to watch their motions. I accordingly 
dismounted, leaving my horse in charge of the sowar, and, creep¬ 
ing as near the scene of action us I could, without being discov 
ered, concealed myself behind a bush. 

“Having apparently decided on their plan of attack, the wolves 
separated, one remaining stationary and the other five creeping 
cautiously round the edge of the field, like setters drawing ou a 
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.hy covey of blnls. In this manner they surrounded the unsus¬ 
pecting herd, one wolf lying down at each corner of the Held and 
the fifth creeping silently down the centre of It, where in- con- . ^ 

cealed himself in a deep furrow. , , ■* mu

they were once more headed hy one of the crafty savages, which 
took up tin- chase In his turn, and coursed them till relieved by a 1 
fresh baud from the opposite quarter. In this manner the pei>e- ^ 

eufed animals were driven from side to side amt fnmi eoniir o ^ 

corner, a fresh assailant heading them at e\er\ urn, nil tiny i| 
peared perfeetlv stupltied w ith fear. and. crowding together like 
frightened sheep, began to wheel round In diminishing; circles. 

“All tills time the wolf which lay concealed in the furrow near 
the centre of the field had never moved, and although the anti¬ 
lopes had passed and repassed within a few feet of linn, aud had, 
perhaps, even jumped over him. his time for action had not . et 
arrived It now hecumc evident that tin unfortunate antelopes 
must soon he tired out, when it appeared probable that the sur¬ 
rounding wolves would have made a combined attack and dritcn 
the terrilied herd Inward the centre of the Held, where the wolf 
which hud hitherto been lying in reserve, would have sprung up / 
in the midst of them and secured at least one victim. / 

At tilts period of tlie proceedings the spectator shut the nearest 
wolf, whcrciqimi the other live decamped ami allowed the nnte- 

'°*Here we have reason and |«iw er of combination for mutual 
action that would have done credit to human livings. 

The anecdote allows also that there is much more detail in 1 
ihc language of animals than is generally supposed, hitch had \ 
its different post assigned, so that the wolves must have pos¬ 
sessed some means of indicating that locality: and each- un¬ 
dertook to play Its own part in a scheme of no .-mall Intn- 
cucy, so that their language must huve luvu eupalbh of ex 
oressim>r abstract. Ideas. 

1 Mr. Walter F.lliot. also a mighty Indian hunter. mentions, 
in u foot-note to Col. Campbell's aceottnt, that lie bus wit¬ 
nessed similar instances of combination ou the part *d' «J *' 
same animal. Once lie saw three gazelles chased by a single 
wolf. They made for a ••nullah," or ravine, aud plunged into 
it Presently two of the gazelles bounded up the opposite 
bank of the nullah, but the Hurd gazelle and the wolf were 
missing. Going to the nullah in order to dteeoxcr what had 
become of the animals. Mr. Elliot found the missing gazelle hi 
the jaws of three wolves. It was evident that he had been 
decoyed into an ambush, two wolves having hidden themselves 
in the nullah, mid the third driven the gazelles to the spot 
where Ids accomplices were concealed, thus making up by cun- 
nimr for lack of speed.

■ and precaution- ' A tribe, coming down to teed from their village 
ou the mountain (usually a cleft in the face of some cliff), brings 
with jt all its members, mule and female, old and young, home, 
the elders of the tribe, distinguishable by the quantity of mane 
which covers tlieir shoulders like a lion’s, take the lead, pawing 
cautiously over each precipice before they descend, ami climbing 
to the top of every rock or stone which may afford them a better

“Others have tlieir posts as scouts ou the hunks or rear; and all 
fulfill their duties with the utmost vigilance, calling out at times, 
apparently to keep order among the motley pack which forms the 
main body, or to give notice of the approach of any real or im¬ 
agined danger. Tlieir tones of Voice on those occasions are so 
distinctly varied that a person much accustomed to watch tlieir 
movements will at lengtli fancy—and perhaps with some truth 
that he can understand their signals. 

“The main body is composed of females. Inexperienced mules, 
and young people of the tribe. Those of the females who have 
email children carry them on tlieir back, t nlike the dignified 
march of the leaders, the rabble go along in tile most disorder!) 
manner, trotting on ami chatting, without taking the least heed of 
anything, apparently confiding in the vigilance of their "emits. 

A Pinnated (Jitoi'se Crossed With a Bantam Hen. 
Guthrie, Ill ,—KdUor Vhiengii Elrlth —Seeing your note on u do¬ 
mesticated pinnated grouse., 1 thought 1 would give you a friend’s 
experience In the Summer of 1ST:!, lie caught a cock grouse, 
and kept him closely confined until the next Spring when lie put 
him in a nice large coop with a small white hantuin hen. I lie 
. Summer passed bv without unv young brood from tlie pair, but 
tbc following season the lien hatched a brood of five chickens hy 
tlie pinnated grouse. They grew until nearly full grown, and 
then died. Tliev resembled the male bird but little and that was 
in color, and tin;' legs being feathered. The cause of their death 
was supposed to be cholera, us both the old birds suffered the

A Shooting (’oat ^ 

Cincinnati, Aug. 8, 1877. 

Editor C'iiicauo Fibi.ii:— As the shooting season approaches 
many will ask themselves the question, how shall my shooting 
eoat be made, and of w hat material! 1 will endeavor to make 

plain to the readers of the Cnii'Aoo Fiki.o my way of making 
what I consider the most convenient and sensible coat, for use 

with the breechloader. . 

It should lie made of good cotton duck, well waterproofed. 
Tills material is as strong as need tie and burrs will not stick to it 
in the least, it should irtit be lined, or at. most only with some 
Strong thin lining and only so low as tlie top of tlie game pockets. 
One should wear under clothing, sueli as knit jackets etc., if hts 
emit is not warm enough, for the coat should be as light its 
possible to allow free use of the urms. There should be no col¬ 
lar, or at least no lay-over on the breast ns it Will only he ill the 
wav of Hie butt of the gun when bringing to tlie shoulder. I lie 
cuts below will show the pockets and how made and situated, 
and the pockets are the one tiling important i» a shooting coat. 




Cut No. 1, shows inside of coat with two breast pockets, and 
two game pockets. Tlie breast pockets will often come handy 
for handkerchief, gloves and other odds and ends. I he whole 
shirt nmv be-made game pockets, but I prefer them made as til 
cut, because wheu made out to the corner the game will crowd 
verv much to tlie corner anil not distribute over the whole pocket 
as when made like cut. Then also, Hie game will get bruised by 
the shells when it lays in Ihc rront corners. No. 3 shows the 
outside with A for empty shells, B for loaded shells, (. on left 
side for a reserve of loaded shells, D is for lunch, ami being in 
the small of back will not get mashed. Tlie double pocket, A 
aud B is tile great point in the coat, for in using inetal shells you 
do nut want to put tlie empty ones in with the loaded, and there 
is no other handy place, except in tlie double pocket coat. There 
is no advantage in the double pocket when using paper shelie, 
Put every ore can not afford to use paper shells. When A be¬ 
comes full of empty shells remove the loaded ones from C to B 
and then from A to C. I used a coat made in this style lust 
season, and found it so nearly perfection that I wished iny 
brother sportsmen to have the benefit of the same.

A Long Range Shot. 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Aug. 11, 1877. 
Editor Ghuaoo Fiei.d: —Sometime about the year 1854, 1 
was presented by the agent of Sharpe’s rifies with not only a breech 
loading rifle, but with one of tlieir breech loading shot guns, 
single band, and as I was about to spend my vacation in the 
West, I took them along to give them a teBt, more particularly 
the shot gun. it was one of the first breech loading shot guns 
ever made; at least I so understood it at the time, and 1 have 

had no good reason .to change my opinion sines. 

My objective point was Detroit, where 1 had a brother who was 
the leading sportsman in tlie West, and who will be long remem¬ 
bered bv the fraternity as such. He lost his life in pursuit of 
•pleasure, In the innocent sports on the water; but he bad lived a 
full measured lifetime, if we Bum up the pleasures meted out to 
him, though lie died in his full strength of manhood without re¬ 
gret—regretted by all. 

Tlie manipulation of the two guus were exactly alike, but 
whereas tlie shot gun pattern never met with "Access with the 
shooting fraternity, the rifle was a decided success for army pur¬ 
poses, and perhaps for larger game in the mountains, us the old 
“vets” in tlie rebellion will bear witness. Since the introduc¬ 
tion of shells this rifle lias reached the acme of perfection, and of 
all tlie rifles, long or short range, 1 consider It lias no superior. 

The peculiar construction of the Sharpe pattern will not admit 
of a double barrel allot gun to compete with other patterns ns 
successfully as the rifle, hence we find none In the market. 

I found that this shot gun scattered so much I could not make 
any target worth mentioning; and how could it be otherwise? 
The cartridge was made of paper, was shoved into tlie chamber, 
and the ends cut off by tlie knife edges of the breech block, as it 
was forced up by the action of the lever underneath. 

This fact alone would varv the grains of powder, as tile cart¬ 
ridge was more or leiis obstructed in the chamber; consequently 
you could not rely on its accuracy In fact, this will be remem¬ 
bered. was the trouble with Ihe rifle for accurate, shooting; now 
wholly obviated by the Introduction of the shell. 

From Detroit I went to Ann Arbor where, back Into tlie coun¬ 
try. 1 had some friends and relations. My shot gun must go 
with me of course. I shall never forget the game I found and 
the numerous flocks of wild turkeys I fired Into, without killing 
one. It might have been more my fault than the guns; 


yet it Is good to have a scape goat to place 

one's sins upon; one especially that will speak when 

told. I remember too it. had not only tills virtue, but 
vice as well, for it would kick without being told to; however, I 
did some small shooting, when tlie game would let mo. We did 
not know much about wing shooting in those days. “Wait till 
tlie bird lights before you shoot.,” was the instruction of our 
fathers to tlie young hopefuls aspiring to become experts In 
woodcraft. I remember well when, for tlie first time, I was told 
there were some who could shoot on the wing. My credulity 
was much exercised in realizing a fact, that shooting on the wing 
was the test of marksmanship. The next step in progress will 
lie as feasible ns among the Peruvian Indians with their hatchets 
or armors, or tlie ancients with their slings. Indeed, it is 
practiced lu brush shooting already. So, off-hand rille practice 
will be the true test of marksmanship, except perhaps, iu army 
tactics where the soldier is desirous to get as far from tlie enemy 
as possible and do Ida country service ail tlie same. It, did not take 
a long range rifle to do.tliis either in tile rebellion, for how many 
would lie patriots themselves who did more in shooting off their 
mouths at home, than all the shooting irons in Christendom, if 
we take tlieir word for it; certain it is, they were not at tlie front. 
Perhaps they were like Artemus Ward, ready to enlist all their 
wives’ relations in the ha bv cause, and were lliere- 

bv entitled to otlice at home. But 1 am digressing, so 
let us “return to our muttong.”i Having staid over night with a 
friend, I started out ilpxt morning to go ton cousin’s, living not 
faraway, when I concluded 1 would go through the woods on my 
journey, and perhaps pick up a wild turkey or tivu, or bug a few 
squirrels just to pass away the time, I saw a good many turkeys, 
hut it was too lute in the’day to see any squirrels. I popped a 
noble gobbler over, but ere l got to him, lie jumped up and 
hopped away before 1 had time to draw a bead on him. The shot 
sounded on Ids side like grape against an Iron clad. I was too 
far away from tlie bird to hunt him much, however, my gun had 
readied him with line shot, and 1 felt that 1 could do some exe¬ 
cution if I only belli straight. 1 was emboldened by my success, 
and sliot right and left; I wished to give my gnu a good trial, so 
I did not snare the robbing one of which lit upon u tali stake 
projecting over a crooked rail fence. It dropped so dead in tlie 
tall grass over iu tlie Held, that 1 even did not go over to look at 
it; but tlie next day I hud occasion to use it, as you shall see. 

At my cousin’s I was must welcome!)- received. Of course my 
I brcecli-lixiding shot gun eiinie in for n large share of approbation 
Iiv all. except bv an oulv daughter, whose quizical face Indicated 
i mischief, who asserted that it was nut half us much of a gun as 
her father’s old fhsee. which had fought and bled iu tlie rcvolu- 
1 tion. She was one of those blushing, gulden-haired beauties just 
blooming into womanhood, with sparkling blue eyes, that would 
set vour soul on tire, wt.lle her dimple, rosy checks, aud cherub 
lips would laugh you into an elysium. In her simplicity and in¬ 
genuousness I could not liul realize t)»ui she was a child, lienee, I 
felt under no reserve, and we joked each other on the merits of 
' our respective guns. . , 

1 (lured her to go out. and shoot with me, threatening t.o shoot 
tlie stock off tier “ old fusee” if she ventured out witli it. Tills 
bandinage was kept up whenever we had spare time to tire, at each 
l| other, and only ended when I fully convinced her by trial, that 
| I had a most remarkable gun, and 1 will tell how she was con- 
1 viuced *. 

I After a few days’ visit at my cousins, I resolved to return to my 
frieud's, where 1 had staved the night before, and signified my in¬ 
tentions. The little vixen said she would go witli me, as she had 
some errand to do. Very well, says l, if you go with me you 
must go through the woods, to which she readily assented. It was 
* now my turn to quiz her about tlie old gun, why she did not trot 
f it out, and so forth. However, as we trudged along, my voice 
1 was eloquent iu praise of my new “ city gun,” as she called it, 

1 1 until, after a most extravagaut laudation of its power, I remem- 
I tiered the rohbiiis which i had shot from off tlie tall stake thedio 

I before. 1 manifested a great desire to see something to shoot. I

The Wisconsin (Janie Laws. 

UV BED W1NU. 

The following is n brief summary of the more Important game 
and flail laws of 1877, as passed by the Legislature of Wisconsin. 

Section t. Section one of chapter one huudred and thirty-nine 
of the lows of 1875, entitled “An act to amend section three of 
chapter seventy-eight of the general laws of 1857, entitled Au 
act for tile preservation of game, iB hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: Section 8. No person or persons shall kill or take by 
anv device or me&ns nr contrivance whatever, any deer, buck, 
doc or fawn, between the flrat day of January and the fifteenth 
day of September. No person, corporation, railroad or express 
company or agent nr employee thereof, shall have in ills or their 
possession for tlie purpose of transportation or otherwise, any 
deer buck, doe or fawn, between the tlftoouth day of January 
and the fifteenth day of September, and every person or persons, 
corporation or company, and every agent or employe thereof, who 
shall violate the provisions of this act, upon couvlction thereof, 
shall be subject to 9 penalty or ten dollars for each aud every 
(leor, buck, (loc or fawn, or akin or piece thereof, killed, taken, 
sold, exposed for sale or had in possession, except It be shown 
that the same was taken betwoen the fifteenth day of September 
and the fifteenth day of January, contrary to the provisions of 
this act, together witli costs of prosecution. 

In addition to the above, an act was passed legalizing the 
hounding of de-r in Ashland, Douglas and Buffalo counties, the

It now became evident that the unfortunate antelopes 
must soon he tired out, when it appeared probable that the sur¬ 
rounding Wolves would have made a combined attack and driven 
the terrified herd toward the centre of tlie field, where tlie wolf 
which hud hitherto been lying in reserve, would have sprung up 
in the midst of them and seemed at least one victim.” 

At this period of tlie proceedings, the spectator shot tlie nearest 
wolf, whercii|ton tlie other live decamped and allowed the ante- 
lopes to eseapt. 

Here we have reason ami power of combination for mutual 
action that would have done credit to human beings. 

The anecdote slums also tliiif there is much more detail in 
the language of animals than is generally supposed. Each had 
its different post assigned, so that Hie wolves must have pos¬ 
sessed some means of indicating that locality: and each un¬ 
dertook to ploy its own poll In o scheme of no small intri¬ 
cacy, so that their language must have been capable of ex¬ 
pressing abstract ideas. 

Mr. Waller Elliot, also a mighty Indian hunter, mentions, 
ill o foot-note to Col. CampMlv' account, that lie lias wit¬ 
nessed similar instances of combination on tlie pall of the 
same animal, time lm saw three gazelles chased by a single 
wolf. Thcv made fur a “nullah," or ravine, and plunged into 
'it. Presently two of the gazelles hounded up the opposite 
bank of llie'iiullali, hut the third gazelle and the wolf were 
missing. Going to the nullah in order to discover what laid 
become of tile animals. Mr Elliot found the missing gazelle in 
the jaws of three wolves It \^as evident that lie had been 
decoyed into an ambush, two wolves having hidden themselves 
in tlie nullah, and tlie third driven tlie gazelles to the spot 
where Ills accomplices were concealed, thus making up by cun¬ 
ning for lark of speed. 

I rather thtuft that each species has its own dialect, and that there 
is another language which is common lo alt—a sort of animal 
lingua In turn, or "pigeon-English.” Eor example, a cry of 
warning, no matter from what hint or animal it comes, is umler- 
stood by them all. as is well known to many a sportsman who 
has lost ills onlv chance of a shot by reason of an impertinent 
jay, crow or magpie which lias spied him ami lias given its cry of 

alarm. , 

In Mansfield Parkyn's work on Abyssinia is a remarkable ac¬ 
count of language and the consequent power of combination 
among the monkey tribe. 

“You may see them quarreling, making love, mothers taking 
care of their children, combing their Imir, nursing and suckling 
them; and the passions, jealousy, linger, love, as fully and dis- 1 
tlnctly marked as hi rhen. They have a language as distinct to 
them as ours is to us; and the women arc as noisy and fond of i 
disputation as any fish-fag in Billingsgate. 

“The monkeys, especially the Cyiioccphnli. who are astonish¬ 
ingly clever fellows, have their chiefs, whom they obey implicitly, 
and a regular system of tactics in war. pillaging expeditions, rob¬ 
bing corn-fields, etc. 

"These monkey forays are managed with tlie utmost regularity j 
aud precaution. A tribe, coming down lo feed from their village j 
on tlie mountain (usually a cleft in tlie face of some cliff), brings 
with it. all its members, male and female, old and young. Some, 
the elders of the tribe, distinguishable by the quantity of mane 
which covers their shoulders like a lion’s, take tlie lead, passing 
cautiously over eaeli precipice before they descend, and climbing 
to the top of every rock or stone which may afford them a better 
view of the road before them. 

“Others have their posts as scouts on the Hanks or rear; and all 
fulfill their duties with tlie utmost vigilance, calling out at times, 

■ to keep order among tlie motley puck which forms the 
I, or to give notice of tlie approach of any real or im- 
Iiger. Their tones of voice on those occasions are so 
1 varied that a person much accustomed to watch their 
Srits will at length fancy—and perhaps with some truth— 
that fie can understand their signals. 

“The main body is composed of females, inexperienced males, 
and young people of tlie tribe. Those of the females who have 
small children carry them on their bark. I alike tlie dignified 
march of Hie leaders, tile rubble go along in Hie most disorderly 
manner, trotting on and chatting, without taking Hie least heed of 
anything, apparently confiding in tlie vigilance of their scouts."

Then also, tlie game will get bruised by 
the shells when it lays in Hie front eornevs. No. d shows the 
outside with A for empty shells, B for loaded shells, C on left 
side for a reserve of loaded shells, U is tor lunch, and being in 
Hie small of hack will liqt get mashed. Tlie double pocket. A 
and B is tlie great point in the coat, for in using metsl shells you 
do not want to put tlie empty ones in with the loaded, and there 
is no other handy place, except in tlie double pocket coat. There 
is no advantage in tlie double pocket w hen using paper shells, 
hut every ore eau not afford to use paper shells. When A be¬ 
comes full of empty shells remove the loaded ones from C lo B 
and then from A to C. I used a coat made in this style last 
season, and found it so nearly perfection that I wished my 
brother sportsmen to have the benefit of the same.

Editor luiuati Field: —Sometime about the year 1854, I 
was presented by the agent of Sharpe’s rifles with not only u breech 
loading rifle, but with one of their breech loading shot guns, 
single hand, and as I was about to apeud my vacation In tlie 
West, I took them along to give them a test, more particularly 
the shot gun. It was one of the first breech loading shot guns 
ever made; at least I so understood it at the time, and I have 
had no good reason to change my opinion since. 

My objective point was Detroit, where 1 had a brother who was 
the leading sportsman in the West, and who will be long remem¬ 
bered by tlie fraternity as such. He lost Ills life in pursuit of 
pleasure, in the innocent sports on the water; but he had lived a 
full measured lifetime, if we sum up the pleasures meted out to 
him, though lie died in his full strength of manhood without re¬ 
gret—regretted by all. 

The manipulation of the two guns were exactly alike; but 
whereas the shot gun pattern never met witli sflccess with the 
shooting fraternity, the rifle was a decided success for army pur¬ 
poses, and perhaps for larger game in the mountains, as the old 
“vets” in tlie rebellion will hear witness. Since tlie introduc¬ 
tion of shells this rifle has reached tlie acme of perfection, and of 
all tlie rifles, long or short range, I consider it Ills no superior. 

Tlie peculiar construction of the Sharpe pattern will tint admit 
of a double barrel shot gun to compete witli other patterns as 
successfully as the rifle, hence we find none in the market. 

1 found that this shot gun scattered so much I could not make 
any target worth mentioning; and how could it be otherwise! 
The cartridge was made of paper, was shoved into the chamber, 
and Hie ends cut off by tlie knife edges of the breech block, as It 
was forced up by the action of the lever underneath. 

This fact alone would vary the grains of powder, as tlie cart- 
ridge was more or less obstructed in the chamber; consequently 
you could not retv on its accuracy In fact, this will lie remem¬ 
bered, was the trouble witli the rifle for accurate shooting; now 
wholly obviated by the introduction of the shell. 

From Detroit I went to Ann Arbor where, back Into tlie coun¬ 
try, I had some friends and relations. My shot gun must go 
witli me of course. 1 shall never forget the game I found, and 
the numerous flocks of wild turkeys I fired into, without killing 


practiced in brush shooting ill ready So, off-hand rifle practice 
will be the true tesl of marksmanship, except perhaps, in army 
tactics where tlie soldier is desirous to get as far from the enemy 
as possible nfid do his country service all the same. It did not take 
a long rauge rifle to do this either In the rebellion, for how many 
would lie patriots themselves who did more in shunting off their 
mouths at home, than all tlie shooting irons in Christendom, if 
we take their word Tor it; certain it Is, they were not at tlie front. 
Perhaps they were like Artcinus Ward, ready to enlist ali their 
wives’ relations in tlie baliv cause, and were there¬ 
in- entitled to nlltce at home. But 1 am digressing, so 
let us “return to our muttons.’' Having staid over night witli a 
friend, 1 started out next morning to go to a cousin’s, living not 
faraway, when I concluded 1 would go through tile woods oh ray 
journey, and perhaps pick up a wild turkey or two, or bug a few 
squirrels just to pass away tlie time. I saw a good many turkeys, 
but it WI1S too late in the day to see any squirrels, I popped a 
noble gobbler over, hut ere.' I got, to him, lie jumped up aud 
hopped away before I had time to draw a bead on him. Tlie shot 
sounded on his side like grape against an Iron clad. I was too 
faraway from the bird lo hunt him much, however, my gun had 
reached him with line shot, anil I felt that 1 could do some exe¬ 
cution if I only held straight. 1 was emboldened by my success, 
anil shot right and left; I wished tdTlivc my gun a good trial, so 
I did not spare tlie robbius, one of wliicVlit upon a tall stake 
projecting over a crooked rail fence. It dropped so dead in the 
tail grass over in the Held, that I even did not go over to look at 
it: hul tlie next day I laid occasion to use it, as you shall see. 

At my cousin’s 1 was most wcleomoly received. Ol course my 
breech-loading shut gun came in for a large share of approbation 
by all. except by an only daughter, whose quizieal faee indicated 
mischief, who asserted that it was not half as much of a gun as 
i liet father’s old fusee, which had fought aud tiled in the revolu- 
; tion. She was one of those blushing, golden-haired beauties just 
1 blooming into womanhood, witli sparkling blue eyes, that, would 
set your soul on lire, while her dimple, rosy cheeks, and cherub 
lips would laugh you into an elysium. In her simplicity and in- 
| genuousuess 1 could not hut realize that stie was a child, hence, I 
felt under no reserve, and we joked each oilier on tile merits of 
our respective guns. 

1 dared her to go tap. and slrnot witli me, threatening to shoot 
tlie stock off her “ old fusee” if she ventured out witli it. This 
baudinage was kept up whenever we had spare time to tire at each 
I other, and only ended when I fully convinced her by trial, that 
| I had a most remarkable gun, and l will tell how she was con- 
| vinced: 

After a few days’ visit at my cousins, I resolved to return to my 
I friend’s, where I'had stayed the night before, and signified iny in- 
I teutions. The little vixen said she would go w ith me, os she had 
some errand to do. Very well, says -1, if you go with me you 
must go through tlie woods, to which she readily assented. It was 
now my turn to quiz her about the old gun, why she did not trot 
it out, and so forth. However, as lie trudged along, my voice 
was eloquent in praise of my new “ city gun,” as she called it, 
until, after a most extravagant laudation or its power, I remem¬ 
bered the rolihins widt h I hail shot from off tlie tall stake the day 
before. I manifested a great desire to see something to Blioot. I 
did not care how high or how far, my gun would fetch ’em, at the 
same time we were drafting nearer tlie dead robbius under the 
stake, and a lien within about 100 rods 1 could see the stake 
plainly, and 1 knew in a bright morning, if there was no bird on 
it there would be soon. So I stopped, ostensibly.to look for tur¬ 
keys, but only waiting for a robbin to light on that fatal stake. I 
hall not loug'to wait, when I said tlie time had come to show what 
my gun ean do. Do you see that, stake away along the fence 
vender! pointing witli eagerness in the direction of tlie bird. “(), 
■yes, 1 see now: hut you can’t hit that liird, way there, 
you couldn't if it were a’rifle.” Let us see them, at tlie same 
time raising my gun I fired. Of course the bird flew away, as I 
knew it would. "Oh, Cous, you didn't hit it! I knew yon 
couldn't,” clapping her hands: “I knew you couldn’t," said she. 
“What are you talking about, my sweet little daisy! 1 did kill 
it, too.” “No you didn’t; I saw it liy away." “Well, we will 
go right along the fence, and you will iiml tlie bird just where it 
fell.” True enough, when we came to tlie stake, I told tier I 
knew I had killed tlie liird; if she. wanted proof she 
might get over the fence and satisfy herself—at which she went 
over, and as she approached tile stake, she discovered the robin, 
and exclaimed: "Why, you did hit ’em; I was sure it flew away." 
"This gun never tells a lie,” said I; “you should have believed 
me the first time.”

Tire Wisconsin Game Laws.

Tlie following is a brief summary of tlie moiv important gafiie 
and fish laws of 1877, as passed by the Legislature of Wisconsin. 

Section 1. Section one of chapter one hundred and thirty-nine 
of the laws of 1875, entitled “All act to amend section three of 
chapter seventy-eight of tlie general laws of 18fi7, entitled' “An 
act for tlie preservation of game, is hereby amended so as to read 
us follows: Section 8. No person or persons shall kill or take by 
any device or means or contrivance whatever, any doer, buck, 
ilia: or fawn, between tlie first dny of January and Hie fifteenth 
day of September. No person, corporation, railroad or express 
company or agent or employee thereof, shall have in his or their 
possession for tlie purpose of transportation or otherwise, any 
deer, Duck, doe or fawn, between the flfteeutli day of January 
and tlie fifteenth day of September, and every person or persons, 
corporation or company, and every agent or employe thereof, who 
shall violate the provisions of tills act, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be subject, to a penally of ten dollars for each and every 
deer, buck, diie or fawn, or skin or piece thereof, killed, taken, 
sold, exposed for Hale or had in possession, except it he shown 
that tlie same.was taken between the fifteenth day of September 
and the fifteenth day of January, contrary to the provisions of 
this act, together witli costs of prosecution.
